It was inevitable that certain Tri-City Park 
firea streets would need to be abandoned. The 
property had been acquired by the steel firm as 
the site of a large basic oxygen furnace plant, an 
integral pa<rt of its expansion program. Financing, 
construction and production requirements are such 
that a long delay would have been disastrous. 
With the substantial settlement—and the provisions 
being made by Granite City and Madison for im¬ 
provement of Tri-City Park access routes-there

The $50,000 fire truck offers several ad¬ 
vantages, not the least of which is greatly improved 
ability to fight fires in tall structures, such as St.

Experience elsewhere also has shown in¬ 
creased effectiveness at fires in smaller buildings, 
since strategic vantage points can be chosen to di¬ 
rect water downward info rooftop flames.

The attitude currently being taken by state 
and city officials indicates there is a strong possibil¬ 
ity that the six-and-a-half-year-old Nameoki road 
widening project will move off the drawing boards 
and into the construction phase this year. This is 
imperative to avoid delaying other municipal, resi¬ 
dential and commercial improvements, and fullest 
cooperation by all parties will remain of great im¬ 
portance during the coming weeks and months. 

Since there is no time to waste, the establish¬ 
ment of a March I deadline on right-of-way nego¬ 
tiations would seem to be in the overall public in¬ 
terest. Whether this time limit will permit adequate 
purchase tall^s is uncertain; some property owners 
have not yet been contacted and may thus have 
less than a month in which to negotiate. It is hoped 
that np hardship results, and that any differences 
which cannot be resolved are acted upon fairly by 
the condemnation juries. 

Particularly encouraging is the approach of 
the new district highway engineer, Robert Kronst, 
who showed at a conference last week that he in¬ 
tends to concentrate on the essentials and take di¬ 
rect action to expedite appraisal reviews and title 
reports. As soon as the city completes its tasks of 
appraising, negotiating for and condemning prop¬ 
erty, enabling right-of-way acquisition to be certi¬ 
fied. the state has promised to take only five weeks 
to award the paving contract. 

Construction Gains Here 
Exceed National Average 

Significance of local building activity is shown 
by the $6,445,000 Granite City total for 1964— 
close to a hundredth of I Vo of the $65.9 billion 
grand total in the entire nation. 

The 4 I % gain here far outdistanced the I 964 
U. S. construction increase of 6%, and the prospect 
is bright for exceeding the national trend during 
coming years as well. 

Mayor Pay Increase Sound 
But May Not Go Far Enough 

A step in the right direction was taken this 
week, with the decision to prepare a resolution in¬ 
creasing the pay of the mayor and other Granite 
City officials. Whether the step goes far enough 
may v arrant further study. 

The $10,500 salary discussed, together with a 
$ I 500 itemized expense allowance, represents lit¬ 
tle if any raise over the previous $11,400 level 
($9000 basic pay and $2400 yearly unitemized al¬ 
lowance). If expenses totaled less than $900, net 
reimbursement would be less than under the exist¬ 
ing law. 

Exact remuneration to be established can best 
be determined by the council, but one of the points 
lo be kept in mind is the need to attract public of¬ 
ficials of a high caliber. And if the mayor 
post is to be a full-time job—which is vital if Gran¬ 
ite City planning and services are to meet the chal¬ 
lenges of the future—the pay should match that of 
similar administrative positions in private industry.
